Shortage of junior and senior 
high classrooms is becoming “cri­ 
tical, ' Henry B. Decker, adminis­ 
trative assistant of Bristol town­ 
ship schools told the school board 
last night as he urged an immedi­ 
ate start on plans for new build­ 
ings. 
He pointed out that the Ben­ 
jamin Franklin Junior High School 
is now on double sessions. “The 
situation will only get worse next 
year and the following year,” he 
added, 
“So far the hoard hasn’t done 
anything towards the construction 
of another junior or senior high 
school. I think we should initiate 
plans for these schools and hire 
an architect even though we don’t 
have the land as yet,” Decker 
added. 
At the same time the board 
authorized negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the remaining 40 acres 
of Hie Booz farm on Mill Creek 
road and Green lane, Levittown, 
for a future high school. 
The board recently purchased 
20 acres of the 60-acre tract for 
an elementary school. The hoard 
paid $3500 an acre for the first 
I site.
